
1. During May the arrest of foimer Iron Guardists contltTOed. Among tliose taken 
into custoc^ were Nlcolae Patrascu, who had vigorously supported a policy 

1 rapprochement with the Groza Govermaentj Alescander Constant, forroesr 

‘iinister of Propaganda under Antonescuj and Vica Nlculescu, idio served as 
liaison between the legionnaires and ttie Utlnistry of Interior. 

2. Patrascu and Niculescu were charged by the authorities with breaking the 
agreaaent made with the Government in IShS* In particular Patrascu was 
accused of maintaining contact with Horla Sima and other Iron Guardists 
abroad. Constant, idio is liable to prosecution as a war criminal, may be 
brought to trial on charges growing out of his membership in the cabinet of 
Antonescuo
